QSL via Club Log OQRS and logs will be uploaded to 
Logbook of The World. 


Toru JEISTF will be active from Vietnam as 3W9CJ from 11th — 15th February. He 
will be on the HF bands on CW, SSB, RTTY and FT8 during his evening time. 


Neil GORNU will be in Jamaica from 12th — 26th February signing 6Y/GORNU. 


Shabu MOKRI is visiting Burundi from 15th — 26th February. He has been issued with 


the callsign 9U4RI and plans to be QRV on 40 — 10m using SSB and CW. QSL via
